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MUSICIANS | 
PETITION 
QUEZON 


Musicians employed in 
six night clubs in Manila 


‘addressed a petition to 


President Quezon asking 
for a reconsideration of 
his recent ruling prohibit. 
ing music and dancing 
after midnight, so that 
night clubs would be ex- 
empted from the rule. 


The signers of the petition are 
employed at the Metro Beer Gar- 
den, Moonlit Terrace, Lepaspi 
Landing. Luzo Cafe, Cinderella 
Club and Tom's Grill. It was un- 
derstood that some 500 other mis- 
cellaneous employees of these 
night clubs will submit a similar 
petition to the chief executive. 


The petitioners state that night 
clubs should be allowed to have 
music and dancing after midnight 
because the people who frequent 
these places ure matured = men, 
professionals and businessmen and 
not youngsters and students whom 
the President would seek to pro- 
tect from corruption. Night clubs, 
they claim, cannot be regarded in 
the same category as other re- 
creation centres frequented by 
young men and students. 


“While it is to be considered 
that one of the principal reasons 
for enforcing tne restriction is to 


minimise the deleterious effects of 
recreation centres on patrons es- 
pecially the youth and students, 
we belleve thet night clubs do not 
produce such effects because their 
customers are professionals, busi- 
nessmen, military oflicers and 
tourists who not only are sum- | 
ciently matured but have money: 
to spend,” the petition says in 
part, 


The petition states further that 
a night club operator must invest 
a lot of money to maintain and 
keep it going and that in order to 
recoup his investment and enable 
him to keep up the business, he 
must provide entertainment for 
customers as an attraction. The 
petitioners’ main objection to the 
midnight restriction, however, — is 
that it will throw them out of em- 
ployment and thus leave them and 
their familles without a means of 
livelihood. 

The musicians say that they 
have studied to be musicians and 
make a living cut of this trade. 
Many of them have had _ this 
means of livelihood for years and 
a change at this time would not 
only reduce their earning capacity 
but nay render them totally with- 
out jobs for which Usey are fitted.
